The history of crime proves a' most 
•OBolonvely that murden will always 
be found out hrcause it is impossible 
to get rid of the remains. It you can 
not deatr.)y the b-Mly you can not de 
Btroy the evidnDco of tbe crime and 
the dewa to the identity «f ibe 

And the fad that it seems al 
impoaiible to destroy human re- 
knalna has brought • many crimiaala to 
the bar of justice and probalily de 
tariad other* from the execution ot 
deeperate dead'. 

Now, ho-vever. an ai'cidi!nt haarc- 
vealci a method whereby .the boiiy of 
a grown op peraon may be wholly dc- 
Btroyed within two hours, leaving ab- 
lutely no tr ie-. The b.)dy of a mur- 
dered person ni.i) , nccordiiig to thi» 
method, be placed iu a bathtub with a 
certain liquid. 

Within two h .iirs th- fl.'4i hiip 
crumbM trom the b >nes, the b >ne« 
and timiaa have diNoIvad. the taath, 
the Bkull, even the clothes ami buttons 
have auimllated with the surrouuding 
liquid. Tbawh tte b>dy, ciutaiuing 
the evi lencijs of the crim3 and tbe 
clews which would lead up to tbe dis- 
oovery of the murdtiw, hu eaaNd to 
tziit 

Then it ia only necessary to pull out 
tbe plugand the liiinid fl )W8 from the 
bathtub into the sewer. Th^ bithtub 
nay he washed out afterwarde with 
clean water.

the floor of the building. 

When It had ouolad a aaareh was 
made for the man's remains, but no 
trace wlutever was found of them, h 
WM then thovght that after all he 
might have laft tha . phM ba&ra the. 
explosion. 

Tb put the mattar to the teat, car 
oaaMi of animala wara put into tne 
liqvji^ and it was found that they dis- 
appeared within two hours. Twenty-

occurred at St. Louis some ton years 
ago, it was tbe excitement d thamui- 
derer Maxwell afitr tbe orima which 
caused him to leave tha avidaaoa 
where it would oertdnly ba found. 
He had carefully j l inned the murder 
beforehand, and when be killed Char. 
PreUar,pa<ikad.^MA><y Ut-^lruDk 
for shipment. 

Uiit he changed bis mind<at the last 
momeut and fled from St. Lonin, lea- 
ving the trunk contoining tbe body at 
the Southern Hotel. When tha mur- 
der was tliscovered Maxwell waa on a 
steamer iu tbe Pacifio, on his way to 
New Zsaland, but when the steamer 
reacbctl port officers of ju»tloe, who 
had been Ulegrsphad to, put the man 
under arrest. 

In the famous Beuwel'-Burchell 
case, at Woodstock, Ontario, a few 
yean agi, it waa tbe discovery of tbe 
bxly of Ben well in tha tamarack 
swamp, divested, as Borchell tui)i)08- 
ed, of all claws to hi« identity, *bi. h 
led to tha axpoMira of the crimo an d 
the arwst of Burehall. who wa* snb- 
sequent'y triad, found' gnUty and ex- 
ecuted. 

In every one of these cases the 

murder was coiiitnitted by a man of 
high iutellit'ciico in his sober senses. 
Prof. Webster was ono of the faculty 
at Harvard, and Burchell w*» a gra- 
duate of Oxford Univer»ity, while 
Maxwell waa • man of tary fine.edu 
cation. 

Maxwell and Burchell bad earaftal- 

ly |)lanneil the murder ber)r(;hand. 
All three, as soon as the crime bad 
been oommlttfld. sat about aaarafkil 
destruction of evidence. 

There is hardly a man of intelli- 
ganea whodoas not think that he can 
sucoasaftally commit a murder and do 
it in sush a way that he would never 
be found out. It seems such an easy 
mattar to^oot a nun and put a pis- 
tol in his hand tending to thow that 
he committed suicide, to put poi->on in 
his cup, to strike him on the b ick of 
tha haad or to slab him. 

But these have been tried again 
and again, and the biMly has disclosed 
the f.;cts which revealed the crime 
and the identity of the criminal. 

It teems an easy thing to gdt rid of 
the body until you come to think it 
out in detail. Could you ship it away 
by fcxpresB? That would most certain- 
ly lead to deteuliou. It ba.s been tried 
again and again and tha murderer 
caught, perbapa ttwnaaads of miles 
away; would you bury the body? 
thara ai« many cases where this bas 
haan (riad. and ana aaia of a man in 
Loi don who du-j up the remains sod 
took them with bim as he moved from 
bouse to house, burying them always 
in the back yard, where they were 
finally discovered; would you burn 
thabodyt that also has been tried and 
natar yat, io £ic aa la known, suocesa- 
fblly. 

The skeleton, the skull, the teeth, 
always lamaifl, and they furnish as 
aropla-maaM of idanlManlion aa tha

TheCrouin murder 
in Chicago shows how elaborate plans 
were made by iottJIigent men to des- 
troy iho evidence of .heir crime, even 
to tha hiring of a b<»ttse beforehand in 
the suburbs. And yet when the crime 
was committed they feared to leave 
the body in the vacant house and bu- 
ried it iu a sewer, whata it wss fouud 
not long after. 

But the fact rcinaim tlut 'now for 
the first time does sciouce know a sure 
lind poiMva asathod of daatmying hu- 
ninii rc«niaiTii>. A new difliculty is ad- 
ded to the administration of justire, 
and a pew problem is created for some 
Sherlo(rk Holmes or some M. Lecocq 
to solve.

chss us that every clement leaves tra- 
ces behind it, and there must be some

cbt^clor^c thr moans whereby some foul 
murder ha* lieen eommitted. 

For detection of crime is but the 
pitting of one inti llij^t nce iigainst ac- 
otber. It 18 certain that JuMicr, with 
Science as its handmsidea, will bring 
to the detection of rrinitv ^ muc h in- 
telligence, knowledge and Skill as have 
l>epn em])loyed to defeat it, and iu 
spite of nitro-benziue tbc murderer of 
the future will have probably as nianv 
dilliculties to overcome, as many ene- 
mies to face, as the murderer of the 
past.
